of the hea dlig ht, and a battered up 
front and cow catcher. 
None of the B ig Four crew were in 
the caboose at the time of the eolis- 
sion, or they would have probably 
been injured, as the car was sent 
tum bling down the embankment.

was a 
“ double-hea der,” having two eng ines 
pulling it.

While the potato crop of Indiana 
each y ear is worth any where from 
$,'>,000,000 to $(’>, 000, 000 and amounts 
to 8 ,000,000 
to 15 ,000,000 
boshels, those 
fig ures, larg e as they are, offer only 
an indication of what it is ex pected 
the potato crop w ill do for the State 
in the future. 
Lig hte« ! and heated by 
common g arden potatoes, to say noth­ 
ing of g a ining its mechanical power 
from the same source—if that is not 
the achievement of Indiana w ithin a 
few vears, it w ill not be the fa ult of 
the 
Ag ricultura l 
(Department. 
Of 
course the ex pected results wdll be ob­ 
tained throug h denaturized alcohol, 
and since the Ag ricultura l Depart­ 
ment realizes that the Central Western 
States are in a position to benefit 
tremendously from the production of 
this 
material, 
it has 
already 
set 
about developing those plants which 
can best be g rown to contribute to the 
new industry . 
On account of itA richness in the de­ 
sired qua lities,[the potato is the most 
promising raw m aterial for the m a nu­ 
facture of denatnrized alcohol, and 
the Department, heretofore, has sent 
ex perts to Europe to study the big tu ­ 
ber which g rows there, and to a r­ 
rang e for securing seed and tra ns­ 
pla nting it in this country . 
This E u ­ 
ropean potato has small valne as an 
edible, but being severa« times as larg e 
as those'g enera lly seen in this coun­ 
try , it is naturally just what is w a nt­ 
ed for the production of alcohol. 
It 
g ives an 
immense 
y ield, 
it being 
claimed that enoug h of them can be 
g rown on one acre to produce 000 
g allons of aclohol, which means lig ht, 
heat and’power for a farm household 
for a y ear. 
Secretary Wilson and Dr. G a llow a y 
are enthusia stic over this big alcohol 
producing potato, which they ex pect 
w ill come as an ex trem ely important 
addition to India na ’s g rowing inter 
ests. practica lly amounting to a new 
industry in itself.
